Garnishee Law Changed —Of In- 
terest to merchant* I* the new garni- 
shee bill which passed the last Legis- 
lature and which became a law recent- 
ly. The bill repeals the provision of 
Section* 1901, Kentucky Statuteu, with 
reference to exemption* from attach- 
ment: "Provided, That the exemp- 
tion of $150 eball not apply to debts, 
contracted for food, fuel, medicine, ral- 
tneol or house rent for the family." 
Under tbe old law the wages of a per- 
son earning lesa than $50 a month, were 
not subject to attachment unless for 
food, raiment, fuel, ect. Now tbe ex- 
emption for debts of that character te 
the same as the exemption for any oth- 
er debt*. Under the preeentlaw unless 
a person earns more than $50 a month, 
hi* wages cannot be attached for any 
debt.
